Percolation of the bloud of Animals^ whereby that of the one 
Ihould be changed into the nature of the other. 

3. Themoft probable ufe of this Experiment maybecon- 
jedured to be^ that one Animal may live with the bloud of 
another 5 and confequently ^ that thofe AnimalSj that want 
bloud^ or have corropt bloud^ may be fupplyed from others 
with a fofficienc quantity^ and of fuch as is good^ provided the 
Transfufion be often repeated^ by realbn of the quick expmce 
that is made of the bloud.

An account offime Samtive Waters in 

Herefordflhire. 

This account was communicated by Dr. B. in thefc words* 
There are two Springs in Herefordjhire^ whereof one is 
within a Bolt^^ or at leaft Bow-flioot of the top of the near ad- 
joyning lofty Kill of Malvern^ and at great diftancc from the 
Foot of the Kir. 3 and hath had a long and old fame for heal- 
ing of eyes. When I was for fome years molefted withTeteis 
on the back of oae and fbmetimesofboth my hands, notwith- 
(landing all indeavours of my very friendly and skilful Phy- 
fitians/lhad fpeedy healing from a neighbouring Spring of 
farlefs fame. Yet this Spring healed very old and Ulcerous 
fores on the Legs of a poor Fellow^ which had been poy- 
Ibn'd by Irons in the Gaol^ after other Chirurgery had been 
hopeleis. And by many tryals upon my hands^ and the Tet- 
ters; I was perfivadedj thatinloQg droughts^ and lafting dry 
FroitSj thofe waters were more effectually and more fpeedily 
healings than at other times. And not to omit this circum- 
ftancej I did hold this water in my mouth till it was v/arra^ 
and perchance fomcwhat intermingled with fafting Spittle^

and fb dropping it upon the Teter^ I there could lee it imme- 
diately gather a very thin skin lipon the raw flefoj not unlike 
that which is feen to gather upon ?vlilk over a gentle fire. This 
skin would havefmall holes in it^ through .wliich a moidure did 
iflueinfaall drops^ which being wip'd away^ and the water 
continued to be dropp'd warm out of die mouth^the holes would 
diminifhj and at lafl be all quite healed up. 

Fov th^ Eje-wdters^ I conceived them more ftrcngly terflve^ 
and clearing the Eyes 5 and they had a rough fmartnefs-j as if 
they carry ed Sand or Gravel into the Eye. 

I have known and try 'd three or four healing Fountains 
ofl^te difcovery^ or of no old fame that 1 could hear of. 

I did once put rich fearl for fome days ina veflel of waterj 
to try whether the w^ater would acquire a healing vertue 5 
but my Experiments were interrupted. I had in- my thoughts 
many other ways of Tryal 5 which I, may refumc hereafter. 

A farther Accomp of the Vitriolatc-water^ 
mention d Num. i8 p. 523* Together with 
fome other Particulars touching Waters. 

This comes from the lame hand as follows ; 

I formerly mentioned to you^ that^^if that Pool of Mr. Philip's^ 
which feems to be of Vitriolate-water^ were on my ground^ I 
would drain it^ and fearch the head of the Springs purging the 
fburce^ till I could well diicern^ through what lay of Earth or 
Gravel it does paft. Now I (hall tell you^,that I have taken 
order for the further tryal of the laid Water^ by boiling a grea- 
ter quantity ina Furnace^ c^r. But jtift as we were in readine/i 
for the tryah a ftream of Rain-water fell into the Pool^ and fo 
difcourag'dus for the prefent. I have alio taken a courfe to 
turn the falling Waters afide^ and to drain the Pool 5 that we 
may fec^ what the Native Springs (whether one or more} may 
be. Of which more hereafter.
